Queen's County, Wicklow, Wefmeath, Leitrim, Cavan, Migo, Fermanagh, 
Dublin, Longford, Kildare and Carlow, one Battalion of fix Companies-, 
for the County of the City oi Limerick, one Battalion of fix Companies.; 
for the County of Louth (including the County of the Town of Drogheda) 
one Regiment of nine Companies ; and for the County of Dcrwn two 
Battalions, each of fix Companies.

10 direded for thofe purpofes, every Rich Perfon ffiall forfeit and pay the lum 

of two hundred Pounds ; and if any Perfon ffiall execute any of the powers CapUiins,&o. 
hereby direded to be executed by Captains, Lieutenants, or Enfigns, not 
being qualified as aforefaid, or without having delivered in fuch fpecific de- 
scription of his qualification as is hereinbefore required, or who ffiall omit to 
the faid oaths, and declare as before direded, every Rich Perfon ffiall 
forieit and pay the Run of oiie hundred Pounds, one moiety of .which 
penalties ffiall go to the ule of the Perfon who ffiall Rie for the fame ; and 
ih every adion, Riit, or information, brought agaiiiR any Perfon for ading 
as Colonel, Lieutenant Colonel, Major, Captain, Lieutenant or Enfign, 
not being qualified as hereinbefore direded, the proof of his qualification 
ffiall be upon the Perfon agaiilft whom the fame is brought. 

Provided always, That nothing in this Ad contained ffiall reftrain or Exceptions 
prevent any Peer of this Realm, or heir apparent of any fuch Peer, from ^ to Peers 
being appointed or ading as a Commiffioned Officer in the Militia, within SonsV*^^^ 
any County or City wherein Rich Peer, or heir apparent of fuch Peer, 
ffiall have fome place of refidence, although he may not have the qualifica- 
tion hereinbefore required, or to oblige any Peer of this Realm, or heir 
apparent of fuch Peer, who ffiall be apj^ointed a Commiffioned Officer as 

aforefaid. 
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aforefaid, to leave with the Clerk of the Peace for the County or City for 
which he fhall be ajrpointed any qualification in writing as afiftefaid. 

And be it farther Enafled, That the Colonel of every Reglihent or 
Battalion of Militia, with the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, or not 
otherwife, fhall appoint one proper Perfon who ftiall have ferved abroad 
for the ipace of three years, or who fhall have aSually ferved in fome 
of His Majefly’s Regular Forces for the fpace of three years, to be Ad- 
jutant; and if filch Adjutant fhall be appornted out of Flis Majefty’s other 
Forces, he fhall during his fervice in the Militia preferve his rank in the 
Army, in the fame manner as if he had continued in that fervice, and the 
Colonel of any Regiment or Battalion of Militia may give fuch Adjutant a 
Commiffion of Lieutenant or Enfign, although fuch Adjutant may not 
have the qualification required by Law for a Lieutenant or Enfign ; and it 
fhall be lawful for the Colonel of any Regiment or Battalion of Militia to 
appoint the Adjutant of fuch Regiment or Battalion to the rank of Captain

Clerk or Quarter Mafter. 

' And be it farther Enafled, That all Quarter Mafters, Surgeons, and 
Surgeon’s Mates, Serjeants, Corporals and Drummers, fhall and may, 
from time to time, -be appointed by the Colonel of the Regiment or 
Battalion ; and that all Serjeants, Corporals and Drummers may be dif- 
charged by fuch Colonel from time to time ; and that all Serjeants, Cor- 
porals and Drummers having received any Pay as fuch from any Regiment 
or Battalion, fliall be deemed to be engaged, and be compellable to ferve in 
fuch Regiment or Battalion until they fhall be legally dilcharged. ' 

And belt further Ena(fted,That theS.urgeon of every Regiment or Bat- 
talion fhall be at all times fubjefil to any Aft in force for pimifhing Mutiny 
and Defertion, and to the Articles of War, and under the command of the 
Colonel or other Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Battalion to 
which he fliall belong, as fully and in like manner as the Adjutant ; and 
that no Surgeon fhall be capable of ferving in the Militia, unlefs he fhall 
have been certified by the Royal College of Surgeons, after due examination. 
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tnl^e properly qualified m nkemanneras'Surgeons in the Armyare required 
to be certified ; and that no Person, who is or fhall be Surgeon of a County 
S 2 Hofpital or Infirmary, efiaWiflied by Adi of Parliament, fhall be capable 
of ferving in the Militia while he 'Continues Surgeon of fuch Hofpital or 
Infirmary; and that no Surgeon ‘or Surgeon’s Mate of any Regimen-tor 
Battalion of Milkia, fliall be capable of holding any Commifiion in luch 
Regiment or Battalion fave and -except the Commiffi'on of Surgeon or Sur- 
geon’s Mate. 

And be it further Enadled, That all Serjeants, Corporals and Drummers Oath of 'Ser- 
of the faid Militia fhall -take the following oath ; that is to fay-;

And be it further Enaded, That no Officer ferving in the Militia of '

ferving in His Mjaefly’s other Forces fit in any Court Martial upon the. 
trial of any Officer or private Man ferving in the faid Militia : Provided 
always, that any Officer ferving in the faid Militia, and at the fame time 
holding a Commifiion in any other of His Majefty’s Forces, 'may fit upon 
any Court Martial upon the trial of any. Officer or private Man of the 
faid Militia, or upon the trial of any Officer or private Man in His Majefiiy’s 
other Forces i any thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary notwith- 
flanding. 

AND whereas certain Corps have been or may be raifed called Fencible . 
Corps, and alfo other Corps of Men, the Officers whereof are not or may 
not be entitled to rank or pay except during' the time of the adual fervice 
of fuch Corps ; BE it Enadfed by the Authority aforefaid, Ti'hat the Officers 
of fuch Corps, and of the Militia of Ireland, of equal degree, fhall rank 
according to the date of their refj)e6live Commiffion.s. 

And 
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And be it further Enafted, That the acceptance by any Officer of the MlliliaCom- 
faid Militia, except the Colonel, of any Comraiffion inaiiyof His Majefty's 
other Forces, flmll, from the date of each Commiffion fo accepted, abfolnteiy cepiitig one 
vacate any Commiffion fuch Officer may hold in the Militia of Ireland. 



Andbe it further Enaflcd, That the acceptance of any Commiffion in MilitkCom- 
any Regiment or Battalion of the faid Militia, fhall not nor fliall be conftraed 
to vacate the leat of any Member returned to ferve in Parlianaent.

Ballot as aforelaid, -fhall voluntarily offer himfelf to be trained and ex- 
Mun. ercifed in the room of any -Perfon fo chofen by Ballot, it fhall be lawful 
for the •Commanding Officer of the Regiment or Battalion to receive him 
in the room of fuch Perfon fo ballotted -as aforefaid, and Rich Perfon fo 
accepted ’fhall be trained and exercifed in the fame manner, and under the 
•fame Tegulations, and for the fame time, as if he -had been himfolf chofen 
hy Ballot as aforefaid. 

>C6lonel ihall And he .it -further Enacted, That the Colonel -or other Commanding 
Ch^ef Swre- Officer of every Regiment or Battalion of the faid Militia fhall and he is 
tary the ftate hereby required, as often as the Regiment 'Or Battalion fhall be fo called 

out to annual Exercife, to return to the Chief 'Secretary of the Lord 20

^ncafeofin- .And fee it further Ena<Sled, That in all eafes of adtual liivaRon, or upon 
ieUi*”n *rnmediate danger thereof, to be fignified by proclamation from the Lord 
Aiilitia iliali Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
w embodied, being, and in cafes of rebellion or infurredtion, it fhall be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the 
time being, to order and diredl that the Militia of the faid feveral Counties 
hereinbefore appointed to be raifetl and trained, or fuch parts of them as 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ir£land for 
the time being fhall in his or their wifoom judge iieceffary, fhall be drawn 
out and embodied, and that in Rich manner as fhall be heft aclapted to the 
circumftances of the danger, and to put the faid Forces under the command

County in Ireland^ or any of theiA, or on the death or removal of fuch 
Governor or Governors, or -on his or their abfence from the County, any 
l-i three or more -Deputy Governors to whom any fuch order from the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
being, for embodying the Militia -as aforefaid, ffiall be diredled, ffiall iflue 
his or their order to the Chief or High ConHables or other Officers of the 
feveral 'Baronies or other Divifioiis within their refpe<S:ive Counties, with 
diredlions to forward the fame immediately to the Con.ftables or other 
Officers of the feveral pariffi.es and places within their ref^>e< 9 :ive Baronies; 
and fuch Conftables and other Officers are hereby required, upon receipt 
-thereof, forthwith to caufe notice in writing to be given to the feveral 
Militia Men, or left at their feveral places of abode within their refpedlive 
pariffies or places, to attend at the time and place mentioned in fuch order; 
and if any Militia Man fo ordered to be drawn out and embodied as afore- 
-faid (not labouring under any infirmity incapacitating him from ferving as 
-a Militia Man) ffiall not appear and march in purfuance of fuch order, 
«very fuch Militia Man ffiall be liable to be apprehended and puniflted as a 
Deferter, according to the provifions of any Ads which ffiall be then in force 
for puniffiing Mutiny and Defertion ; and if any Perfon ffiall harbbur or 
conceal any fuch Militia Man when ordered out into adual fervice, knowing 
him to be a Militia Man, every fuch Perfeii ffiall for every fuch offence 
forfeit and pay the fum of five Pounds. 

And be it further Enaded, That .when any Regiment or Battalion of 
Militia ffiall be drawn out into adual fervice, and during the time they ffiall 
continue in adual fervice, the Colonel thereof ffiall and may appoint an 
Agent to fuch Regiment or Battalion, and ffiall take fecurity from fuoh 
Agent, 

And be it further Enaded, That when the faid Militia, or any part 
-thereof, having been drawn out into adual fervice as aforefeid, ffiall be 
again duly difembodied, and the Officers and private Men thereof difmiffed 
to return to their feveral places of abode, the Officers, Non-commiffioned 
Officers, Drummers and private Men, ffiall be fubjed to the fame orders, 
dirediens, and engagements only, as they were fubjed to under the ,pro> 
vifions of this Ad before they were fe drawn out into adual fervice. 

And be it further Enaded, That it ffiali be lawful for all Mayors, Sove- 
reigns, Bailiffs, Burgomafters, Senefchals, Conftables, and the Chief and 
other Magiffrates and Officers of Cities, Towns, Pariffies, and Places, and 
(in their default or abfence) for any Juffice of the Peace inhabiting within 
or near any .fiich City, Town, Pariffi or Place, and they and he are and is 
hereby required to quarter and billet the Officers, Noa-coramiffionecl Offi- 
cers and private Men ferving in the faid Militia, at the times when they ffiall 
be called out to any Exeixife, as by Law they may billet His Majeffy’s 
■other Military Forces ; and when the faid Militia is not called out' for 
'Exercife, or embodied, all Mayors, and other Chief and other Magiffrates, 
and Officers aforefaid, or (in their default or abfence) any one Juffice of 
the Peace as aforefaid, may, and they and he are and is hereby required to 
d)illet as aforefaid all Serjeants, Corporals and Drummers of the Militia.

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l^iwiding ■ : And be it further Ena61:ed, That when the faid Militia fliall be called 
Carriages, trained and exercifed, any Juftice of the Peace of any County, 

being thereunto required by an order from the Governor or Governors, or 
any of them, or'from any' Deputy Governors of Inch County, or'from the 
Colonel or other Commanding Officer of any Regiment or Battalion, or 
Detachment of Militia, being within fuch County, to ilfue his warrant to 
the Chief or High Conftables of Baronies, or to Conftables or other Officers 
of the feveral pariffies or places from, through, or near to which any fuch 
Regiment, Battalion or Detachment of Militia fliall be ordered to march, 
requiring them to provide fuch fufficient horfes and carriages to convey the 
arms, clothes, accoutrements^ powder, match, bullets and other ftores, 
with able men to drive the faid horfes and carriages, as ffiall be mentioned 
in fuch order ; and. in cafe luch fufficient horfes, carriages and men cannot 
'be provided within any fuch county, barony, parifh or place, then any 
Juftice of the Peace for any adjoining County fhall, upon fuch order as 
aforefaid being ffiewn unto him, iffiie his warrant to the Chief or High 
Conftable or ConRables, or other fuch Officers of any barony or place 
•within fuch adjoining county or place, for the purpofes aforefaid, to make 
•up fuch deficiency of horfes, -carriages, and men; and fuch Governor, 
Deputy Governor, or Colonel, or other Commanding Officer requiring fuch 
carriages and men to be provided as aforefaid, fhall,- at the fame time, pay 
to every' fuch Chief or High Conftable or other Officer, for the ufe of the 
Elates for Pcrfon or Perfons who fhall provide fuch carriages and men, the ftim 

iJarriagcs. of one Shilling for every mile, for any cart with four horfes, and fo in pro- 

portion for any cars or other carriages drawn by any lefs number of horfes, 23 
for which refj)e6five fums every Chief or High Conftable, Conftables or 
•other Officer receiving the fame, is hereby required to give a receipt to the 
P.erfbn paying the fame ; and every fuch Chief or High Conftable, Confta- 
•bles or other Officers, flrall order and appoint fuch Perfoii or Perfons having 
' horfes and carriages within their refpedtive baronies or places, as they fhall 

think proper, to provide and furnifh, flich. horfes, carriages and men, accord- 
ing to the warrant aforefaid ; and every Perfon fo ordered is hereby required 
to provide and furnifh the fame accordingly for one day’s journey, and no 
more. 

And be it further Enabled, That, if any Militia Man fhall not join the 
Regiment or Battalion to which he belongs at the time of annual Exercife, 
and fliall not be apprehended before the expiration of the time appointed 
for fuch Exercife ; and if the Commanding Officer or Adjutant of fuch 
Regiment or Battalion, or the . Commanding Officer of the Company to 
which fuch OiFender belongs, fhall receive information of the place where 
he fhall be or refide, any fuch Commanding Officer or Adjutant may, by 
writing linder his hand, defcribe the perfon of fuch Offender, and alfo cer- 
•tlfy that he did hot join the Regiment or -Battalion at the time of annual 
Exercife, or that he deferted during the time of annual Exercife (as the cafe 
tnay be) and fend the fame by a Serjeant, Corporal, or Drummer of fuch

perfon, who may be rea&nably fufpeaed to be fuch Defertcr, (hall be «">■ 
found, to caufe fuch perfon to be apprehended, and taken before any fuch 
Juftice of the Peace, being in or near to fuch town and place, who is 
hereby empowered to examine fuch fufpeaed perfon ; and if by his coii- 
felTion, or the teftimony of any witnefs or witneffes upon oath, or by the 
knowledge of fuch Juftice, it (hall appear or be found that fuch fufpeaed 
perfon is'fuch Dcferter, (uch Juftice (hall forthwith caufe him to be con- 
veyed to the Common Gaol of the county or place where he (hall be found,

And be it further Enafled, That all.Serjeants, Corporals and Drummers,

jeants, Corporals or Drummers belonging to His Majeffy’s other Forces 
.employed in apprehending and conveying Delerters are to be billetted. 

■ And be it further .Dnafled, That if any' Perfon fliall harbour, conceal or 
aflifl: any Deferter, knowing him to be fuch, the-Perfon fo offending fliall 
forfeit -for every fuch offence .the fum of five Pounds. 

And -be it further Enacted, That every Perfon having ferved in the 
Militia, when drawn out into adual fervice, being a married man, may fet 
up and exercile any .trade in any town or place in Ireland, without any 
lett, fuit -or moieftation .of or from any Perfon or Perfons whatfoever, for or 
by reafon of cxercifiiig or ufing fuch trade, as freely and with the fame 
provifion, and under the fame regulations, ns any inhabitants of fuch places 
might or could .do. 

Provided always, and be it Enadled, That any Officer of the Militia, 
or jii'ivate Militia Man, having voice or vote at any Elebtion to be 'held in 
Ireland for any Member cr Members to lerve in Parliament,, lhall, if he or 
they fliall require, have leave for a reafonable time, to be exprelTed hi fuch 
dcave, to go to fuch ElebBon; and no fuch Officer or Private lhall be liable 37

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to any penalty or pimiflimeiit for or on account of his abfence during the 
time he (hall be going to vote at any Ele6lion of a Member to ferve in 
Parliament, or during the time he Hiall be returning from fuch Eledtion. 

And be it further Enafied, That in cafe any Officer, Serjeant or other Militia Meu

enrolled, or baliotted or engaged to ferve in the Militia, except under 
the provifions of any Adi in force at the time of fuch eulifting, and 
cfpecially authorizing fuch enlifting into His Majefiy’s Regular Forces, 
every fuch enlifling ihall be deemed null and void; and in cale any Militia 
Man, at the time ..of offering to enlift as aforefaid, fhall deny to the Officer, 

Serjeant or other Perfon recruiting for Men to enlift and ferve in His Ma- 
jefiy’s other Forces, that he is (at the time of his offering to inlift) a Militia 
•Man, then adlually enrolled and engaged to ferve (which the faid Officer, 

Serjeant or other Perfon is hereby required to afk'-every Man offering to 
enlift in His Majefty’s other Forces) or ftiall offer himielf to be enlifted 
-and ferve in any -other Regiment or Battalion of Militia, any Militia Man penalty eu 
fo offending (hall, on convidlion thereof upon the oath of one witneft, Men^eniikt- 
before any one Juftice of the Peace, be committed to the Common Gaol or ‘^^nth Im- 
Houfe of Corredlion, there to remain without bail or mainprize for and prifoHine»t, 
during any time not exceeding fix calendar months, over and above any 
penalty or punilhment to which fuch Perfon fo offending is or fliall be 
otherwife liable ; and every Perfon fo offending lhail, from the day on 
•which his engagement to ferve in the Militia fhall end, and no fooner, 
belong as a Soldier to fuch Corps of His Majefty’s other Forces, into which 
•he fhall have fo enlifted ; and if any Officer, Serjeant or other Perfon fhall penalty ««

•to the Militia .(except under the fpecial provifions of any fuch Adi in force

made in fuch county from Lifts thus altered and amended : Provided alfo, 
that the Governor or Governors and Deputy Governors of the county 
'of Sligo fhall comprize fuch part of any parifh fo divided as is fituated 
within their own' county, into fuch Diftri<ft or Subdivifion as is moft 
convenient for the purpofe of cafryif.ig this hSt into execution, and the 
Conftable or Conftables of fuch Diftribl or Subdivifion .fliall forthwith 
return the names of the inhabitants of that part of every fuch parilh 

which 
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wliic:'- /.'khin their own county, to the heft of their knowledge and 
abilities, ;n order that the ballot may be made in faid county from lifts 
made accordingly. 

And be it further Enafied, That it fliall be lavvful for the faid Governor Lifts of Pr- 
or Governors or Deputy Governors, or any three or more of them, within 
their refpediive Divifions, to add together, whenfoever they flrall think it ne- Ballot, 
ceffary, the lifts for two or more parilhes or places, and proceed upon fuch 
Lifts added together in like manner, as if they had been originally returned 
for one parifti or place, lo as to make the choice of Militia Men by ballot 
within every fuch Subdivifion as equal and impartial as poffible. 

And be it further Enafted, That if the Lift of any parifli or place ftiall Ll«« m 
42 be loft or deftroyed, it lhall be lawful for the Governor or Governors or BSte”i”L. 
Deputy Governors within any fuch Subdivifion, or any two or more of 
them, to caufe a new Lift as aforcfaid in any fuch Parifti or Place, to be 
made’ and returned to them at their next Subdivifion Meeting, in the fame 
manner as the Lift loft or deftroyed was made, and ought to have been 
returned to them by the diredlion of the General Meeting. 

And be it farther EnaQed, That the Governors and Deputy Governors 
at each Subdivifional Meeting appointed as aforefaid, ftiall imm.ediately pro- Subdiviliou 
ceed thereat to inquire into the fitnefs for feiwice of all perfons named m MBotin£s. 
the Lifts returned to them, and felcft their names, and hear fuch objec- 
tions as ftiall be made on the part of fuch as they fhall fo feleft ; and in 
makin'T iuch inquiry and fcledtion, it ftiall be lawful to and for Inch Go- 
vernors and Deputy Governors to examine upon oath, which oaths, as alfo 
the oath to betaken by the perfon making the. return,, they or any of 
them, are hereby required and empowered to adminifter ; and W'hen luch 
Lifts fliall be fo'" prepared by fuch inquiry and feleaioii, they ftiall appoint 
a day and place for the next Meeting, to be held at a day not more diflant 
than ten, or fboner than fix days, and the Clerk of the Meeting fliall forth- 
with deliver copies of the Lifts fo made refpeaively, to the ieveral Con- 
ftables or other perfons who refpedlively returned the general Lifts, to be 
by them affixed, without delay, on the ontfide of the door of every tAurch 
and other place of Divine Worfliip in the parifti or place to which .laid 
Lift was made, or at the iifual place or places therein for pofting notices 
,, within filch parifti or diftrift, fiiecifying at the foot thereof the day and 
place appointed for the next Meeting ; and that all perfons who tonk 
themfelves aggrieved by the infertion of their names, or by the omiffion 
of the names of others in fuch Lifts, may then appeal, and that no appeal 
will be afterwards received. 

' Provided always, and be it further Enadled, That no Peer of this Realm, 
nor any perlbn who ftiall aft as a Commiftioned Officer in any Regiment, in the 

Troop, or Company in His Majefty’s other Forces, or in any of His Ma- Militia, 
jefiy’s Caftles or Forts, nor any Noii-commiflioned Officer or private Men 
fervinv in any of His Majefty’s Forces, nor any Cominiffionetl Officer 
fei-vinv or who has ferved four years in the Militia, nor any perfon enrolled 
in the^Troop or Company of Yeomanry, who ftiall produce a certificate 
that he has punaually attended the exercife of the Troop or Company to 
which he belongs for three months, immediately preceding the day on 
wffiich he fliall have been ballottcd to ferve in the Militia, according to the 
provifions of an Aft made in the foity-fecond year of His prelent Ma- 
jefty’s Reign, intituled, “ An Aft to enable His Majcfty to accept and 
“ continue the Services of certain Troops or Companies ot Yeomanry in 
■ “ Ireland, 
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" Ireland^" nor any Perfoii being a member of the Univerfity, nor any 
Clergyman or Liceiifed Teacher of any feparate Congregation, nor any 
juftice of Peace, Conftable, or other Peace Officer, nor any Articled Clerk, 
Apprentice, Seaman, or Seafai'ing-man, nor any perfon doing duty in 
His Majefty’s Ordnance for the fervice thereof, or at any magazine or 
other ftorehonie belonging to His Majefty, or under the direflions of the 
Board of Ordnance, nor any poor man not worth ten Pounds in goods or 
chattels, or who does not pay five Pounds a year Rent in the whole for 
Lands, Tenements, and Cottake or Crophold, for the crop or by the year, 
who hasmoi-e than three living children born in wedlock, fliall be liable to 
ferve perlbnaliy or provide^a Subftitute, according to the direftions of this 4^ 
A£t; and no Perfon having ferved perfonally or by lubftitute in any Regiment 
or Battalion of Militia, fiiall be obliged to ferve again until by rotation 
it fhall come to his turn ; but no Perfon who has lerved only as a fubRitute 
Rial], by fuch fervice, be exempted from ferving again if he (hall be cholen 
by ballot. 

And be it further Enaaed, That at every Subdivifion Meeting for hear- 
ing appeals, the Perlbns prefiding (hall inquire upon oath into the allega- 
tion of every Perfon who Riall appear perfonally to fupport his appeal, or 
on whofe behalf, if he Riall be fick or abfent, an appeal Riall be brought, 
which oath they or any of them are hereby empowered to adminiRer ; 
and they Riall Rrike out of the LiR, every Perfon who Riall appear to them 
to be unfit to ferve, or to be legally exempted from ferving ; and they Riall 
likewife infert in fuch LiR the name of any Perfon who it Rial! a2>pear to 
them ought to be inlerted therein, and Rial! have been omitted; and they 
Riall appoint a Meeting to be held within ten days, and not fooner than 
eight days, for the purpofe of choofing by ballot the number of Peifons to 
be furniflied from Rich Subdivifion to the Militia ; and they Riall forthwith 
return to the Clerk of the General Meeting a certificate under their hands 
of the number of Men contained in the LiR of every pariRi or place after 
fuch amendment thereof, for the ufe of the General Meeting ; and they 
Riall likewife fend to the Clerk of the Peace a full and accurate copy of every 
fuch amended LiRs, under their bands and feals, coimterfigned by the Clerk

Provided always, and be it Eiiaaed, That it fliaH not be lawful to or for 
any Colonel or other Commanding Officer or Officers of any Regiment or 
Battalion.of Militia, or to or for .any other Perfon or Perfons whatfoever ia 
his. or .their behalf, to advance or to engage .to advance, or give any greater 
or larger fum of money than as aforefaid, or to give or .promile, or undertake 
to give -any other larger bounty or reward than the feveral furas aforefaid, 
.for the purpole of inducing any Man to enrol himlelf as a Volunteer. 

And be it further* Enafted,' That every Man lb enrolled ihail, in the 
p'refence of fome.one Governor, Deputy Governor, Juftice of the Peace, or 
Magiftrate adling in and for the county or city to which the Regiment or 
Battalion .in which he lhall be enrolled lhall belong, take and fubfcribe the 
fame oath as is hereinbefore diredled to be taken by a Man chofen by ballot 
fo ferve in any Regiment or Battalion of the* faid Militia. 

And be it further Enafled, That the feveral Colonels or other Command- 
ing Officer or Officers lhall keep or caafe to be kept true and regular entries 
of the names, additions, places qf relideuce, parilh and other deferiptions of 
the Perfons .they lhall enrol. as aforefaid, and the feveral fums which lhall 
have been advanced and paid to fuch Perlbna refpedlively, and lliall tranfmit 
regular copies of liich entries, certified -by tliem rel|3e6lively, as well as by 
;the Adjutant and Paymaher., or Clerk of the Regiment or Battalion refpec- 
.tively, to the office, of the Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland. 

And -be it further Enafted, That the laid Chief Secretary lhall caufe 
copies of the returns of the Men thus enrolled, and the fums advanced to 
Inch Men refpedfively, to be tranfmitted to the feveral and reljjedlive Trea- 

furers for the feveral counties and counties of cities in ten days at 

•leafi: previous to the then next enluing General Affizes, which lliall not 
commence within inch ten days ; or if to the Treafurer of the county and 
city of Dublin, within .fourteen days previous to the then next prefenting 
term, which lhall not commence within llich fourteen days ; and the faid 
feveral Treafurers lhall, and they are hereby refpedtively required to lay the 
faid returns before the Judges or Affize on the Commiffion day of Affizes, 
or in the county and city of Dublin before the Court of King’s Bench, on 
the firfi: day of fuch term, and before the relpedlive Grand Juries for fuch 

counties 
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{DDim-ties or counties of cities fhall be fworn ; and the faid fudges or the 
.gfaid Court, as the cafe may be, fliall and they arc hereby required to o-ive 
she fame, except as hereinafter excej)ted, in charge to the faid Grand Juries, 
in order that the fums thus expended may be j)refented and raiied off the 
ifaid counties, or counties of cities, or any barony or baronies, parifli or 
■})arifhes therein refpeaively, as fuch Grand Juries refpeaively flvall think 
proper, which faid prefentments the faid refpe^dive Grand Juries are hereby 
refpedlively authorized and required to make, unlefs the amount of the fnm 
tluwJiO be raifed fliall appear to the faid refpedive Grand furies too large to 
be raifed at one Affizes, or at one prefcnting term, within the refpedtive 
counties or counties of cities, in which cafe it tliall and may be lawful 
:for the faid feveral Grand Juries, by and with the concurrence of the Judo-es 
of the faid Aflizes, or the faid Court, to prefent any j)art of luch fum, not kls 
than one moiety thei"eof, at fuch Aflizes or terms, and the refidue fnall in like 
manner be given in charge and prefenced by the Grand Jury of fuch county 
or county of a city, or Grand Juries of luch refpedlive counties or counties 
of cities, as the cafe may be, at the then next enfuing Afiizes or prefenting 
term ; and in cafe the Grand Jury of any county, or county of a city lhall, 
after the Judges of the Court flTall have given the fame in charge to them, 
omit, negledl, or refufe to prefent the fame, then and in every fuch cafe, it 
fiialland may be lawful for the faid Judges of Affize, or the Court of King’s 
Bench refpeaively, and they are hereby relpedtively required to order and 
diredt the Treaflirer of fuch county, or county of a city, to include the 
whole of fuch turn, and return the 4 me among the prefentments of the 
county, fo that the lame fhall be raifed and levied forthwith, and it fhall not 
be lawful to traverfe any fuch prefentment. 

And be it further Enadted, That the leveml Treafurersof the refj^edHve Levying of 
-counties and counties of cities as aforefaid, fhall colledl and receive the 
faid feveral fums, and pay the fame to the colledtor of euxeife for fuch county 
Or county of a city ; or in cafe there dial! be in any county two or more 
didridis, with two or more colledtors refpedtively, or parts of fiich didridts, 
then to the Colledlor of that part of fuch county in which the county town 
is fituate ; and every fuch colledtor flrali, and he is hereby required to give a 
receipt for all fums of money that fliall be fb paid to him as aforefaid and fuch 
receipt flrali be lodged among the records.of fuch county, and fhall be a 
difeharge and acquittance to fuch county for-all fuch Men as flrali be fo raifed, 
for the time for which they fhall be fo enrolled to ferve as aforefaid, unlefs 
vacancies fhall occur by death, defertion or lawful difeharge. 

AND whereas feveral Regiments and Battalions of Militia have been Vacancresin' 
augmented in manner hereinbefore mentioned, to the edablifhment of a>'gmemed 
■71 One hundred rank and file per Company, with the ufual proportion of 'be"f,llca 

Commilfioned and Non-commiffioned Officers, and the refidue of the faid up by Voiun- 
Regiments and Battalions, or any of them, may hereafter be fo augmented ; 
be it Enabled, That whenever any vacancy or vacancies flrali occur by o 7 the ex-** 
death, defertion or lawful difeharge, in any Regiment or Battalion which pei^ce /imil 
flrali have been or flrali be fo augmented during the continuance of fuch j7d7itment 
augmentation, fijeh vacancies fhall from time to timebe filled up by enrolling on theCoua^ 
Volunteers, and not by ballottiug, and for that purpofe it flrali and' may be 
lawful for the feveral Colonels or Commanding Officers of fuch-Regiments 
to procure and enrol Volunteers to fillup fuch vacancies, and to make 
returns in manner hereinbefore diredled, which returns fhall be fent and 
given in charge to the feveral Grand Juries refpedtively in manner aforc- 
faid ; and the feveral Grand Juries of the counties, or counties of cities, 
at the refjrective enfuing Affizes' or prefenting 'Term, fliall thereupon pre-

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fent rvicli fum of money as fliall be fufticient to rcimburfe and repay feven- 
tenth parts of the monev fo advanced, at the rate aforefaid, under the order 
of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 
for the time being, for the procuring and enrolling fuch Volunteers to fiip- 
ply fuch vacancies, or in default of fuch prefentment the Judge of Affize 
or the Court fhail order and diredl the Treafurer of the county, or county 
of the city, to include fuch fum, and return the fame among the prefent- 
ments thereof, fo that the fame fhall be raifed and levied forthwith ; and 
every fuch fum fhail be levied, coiledted and received by the Treafurers of 
the counties, or counties of cities, and paid by them to the Colledtors of 
Excife, in like manner as is hereinbefore diredlcd with refpedt to the other 
fums diredled to be prefented, levied, colledled and paid, under the autho- 
rity of this A61. 

And be it further Enafted, That any Man who fliall be enrolled and 
attefled in any of the ways hereinbefore mentioned, fhail be deemed and 
taken to be a Militia Man, and fliall be fnbjedt as fuch to all Laws relating 
to the Militia of Ireland^ to all intents and purpofes whati'oever ; provided, 
that no jierfon who fliall be hereafter enrolled in the faid Militia, whether 
as a ballotted Man or Individual or other Subflitute or Volunteer, fhail be 
deemed to be fully approved of, lb as to exonerate the Perfon or Perfbns, 
Diftridt or Diftridts bound to provide fuch Man, or to- entitle fuch Man to 
receive the fecond inflalnient of his bounty as aforefaid, unlefs and until 
fuch approbation fhail be expreffed by the Commanding Officer of the 
Regiment or Battalion, or fome proper Officer by him appointed; and alfb 
by Ibme Perfon or Perfbns duly appointed or authorized by or under the 
Army Medical Board to hold a medical inlpedlion bn fuch Perfon. 

And be it further Enadled, That if any Colonel or othei' Commanding 
Officer of any Regiment or Battalion of Militia in Ireland^ fhail make any 
untrue return to the Office of the Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, every 
fuch Colonel or Commanding Officer fhail forfeit and pay the fum of five 
hundred Pounds Irifh currency for every fuch oifence, to be recovered by 
any Perfon who fhail fue for the fame, by adlion of debt, bill, plaint or 
information, in any of His Majefty’s fuperior Courts ofllecord at Dtcblin^ 
wherein no eflbign, privilege, proteblion or wager of law, nor more than 
■one imparlance fliall be allowed. 

Provided always, and be it further Enabled, That if it fhail be deemed 
inexpedient by His Majefly, or the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland^ in Council, to raife, embody or continue 
any Regiment or Battalion of Militia in any county or city in Ireland^ it- 
fliall lie lawful for Piis Majeihy, or for the faid Lord Lieutenant or other 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, by and with 
the advice of the Privy Council of Ireland^ to forbid the railing or embo- 
dying of fuch Regiment or Battalion, and to flay all proceedings therein' 
for fuch time as fhail be deemed expedient, or to order that all or any of 
the faid Regiments or Battalions fhail be dlfembodied and wholly ceale 
and determine; anything in this A6l to the contrary in any wife notwith- 
ilanding. 

And be it further Enabled, That if it fhail hapjien in any cafe that the 
number of Militia Men duly appointed or to be ajijiointed to be raifed for 
any Regiment or Battalion of .Militia of Ireland^ fliall not be raifed within 
three calendar months from and after the time when the fame ought to 
be raifed by Ballot as aforefaid, or within four months from the date of 

the 
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the order for raifing the fame by enrolling Volunteers ; then and in every ' 
fuch cafe the county or county of a city m which fuch number of Militia 
Men ouvht to be raifed, lhall be charged \yith the payment of the yearly 
fum of ten Pounds for and in lieu of every private Militia Man fo deficient ; 
and upon proof on oath firft laid by any Governor or Deputy Governor of fuch 
deficiency before the Judges of Affizes, or in the county or city of Dublin 
before the Court of King’s Bench, it fliall be lawful for fuch Judge of 
Afllze and fuch Court, and they are hereby relpeflively required to fine the 
, county, or county of a city, or fuch dlftria, baronies, or parllhes thereof 
in which fuch negleft lltall happen, in a fum after the rate of ten Pounds 
for any private Man fo deficient, and to repeat the faid fine annually fo 
lonv as the faid deficiency fliall continue, which fine or fines fliall be 
eftreated into' His Majefty’s Exchequer and iffued in procefs, and fliall be 
duly levied by the Sheriff or other Officers refpeaively to whom fuch pro- 
cefs fliall be direaed refpeaively ; and it fliall not be lawful for the Barons 
of the Exchequer or Gomnliffioners of Reducement on any account, to take 
off, releafe or reduce fuch fine or fines, or any parts thereof. 

And be it further Enaaed, That all fuch fines, and all other fines here- Fines Omil be 
by impofed, when not otherwife exprefsly direaed, fliall, when levied, be 
paid into His Majefty’s Treafury, and fliall be kept feparate and apart from 
all other money, and fliall be accounted for yearly to Parliament ; and no 
fee or gratuity whatfoever fliall be given or paid to any Officer of the 
Exchequer for or on account of receiving or ifluing any fuch money. 

And be it further Enafled, That in all cafes where any other mode of Finfs exceed- 
proceeding is not hereby provided, all fines, penalties find forfeitures by 
this AS impofed, which fhall exceed the fum of twenty Pounds, fliall be i„aCo»rtof 
recovered by aaion of debt, bill, plaint or information, in any of His Ma- 
jelly’s fuperior Courts of Record at Dublin, wherein no effoign, privilege before 
or protedlion, wager of law, or more than one imparlance fliall be allowed ; -a Juflice. 
and that all fines, penalties and forfeitures by this Aft impofed, which fhall 
not exceed the fum of twenty Pounds, fhall, upon due proof of the offence' 
before any Juftice of the Peace of the county where the offence fliall be 
y- committed, be levied by dillrefs and fale of the Offender’s goods and cliaq- 
^ tels, by warrant under the hand and feal of fuch Juflice, rendering the 
overplus fifany) on demand, after dedudliiig the charge of fnch diftrefs 
and fale, to the Perfon whole goods and chattels fliall have been fo dlflrained 
and fold ; and for want of fucb diftrefs liich Juflice is hereby required, in . . , 

ail cafes where no particular time of commitment is hereinbefore dnedled, 
to commit fuch Offender to the Common Gaol of the comity where the 
offence fhall have been committed, for any time not exceeding three 
months; and the money ariftlig by all fuch fines, penalties and forfeituies, 
the application whereof is not otherwife diredled by this Adi, fhall be paid 
to the Collectors of Exclfe, and accounted for and paid over by them as 
all other monies received by them refjiedlively. 

And be it fnrthcr Enaaed, That if any Treaftirer of any county, any penalty on 
Clerk of the Peace, or any Colleaor of His Majefty’s Revenue, or of any 
county or county of a city, barony or half barony, fliall refnfe or know- neglett. 

Ingly iieglea to do any matter or thing required by this Aa to be done by 
him, or fliall wilfully omit to carry any of the provifions in this Aa refpea- 
iiig himfelf or his office into execution, and fhall be thereof conviaed by 
information or indiament at the Affizes or King’s Bench, in the county 
or county of the city oi Dublin, he fliall be fined any fum not exceeding 
one hundred Pounds, at the difcrction of the Court. 
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And be' it further Enadtcd, That the money arihiig by fuiesj penalties 
and forfeitures under this A6t, or any j^art thereof reipedtively, when not 
otherwife exprefsly appropriated by this A61, may be applied by or under 
.the orders of the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland for the time being, if he or they iliall think proper, in providing 
Subflitutes or Volunteers toferve in the Militia for the counties, counties of 
cities, or diftridt from which fuch fines refpedtiveiy fhall have accrued, by 
applying- the lame refpedUvely, either in addition to the bounties herein- 
before mentioned refpedively, or partly in the one way and partly in the 
other, in fuch manner as the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland for the time being Ihall direct ; and if any furplus fhall 
remain the fame firall be made part of the confolidated fund. 

And be it farther Enadted, That all convidtions made by any Governor, 
Deputy Governor, or JulHce of the Peace, under this Adt, diall be in the 
form here following, or in fome other form to that or the like elfedl ; that 
is to fay :

Which convidlion, or any other form of convidlion to that or the like effedf, 
lliali be good, valid and effedlual in Law, without fetting out the evidence, 
or Rating any other matter more particularly or otherwife than as afore- 
faid. 

And be it further Enadled, That no 'order or convidlion made by any 
Governor or Governors, or by any Juflice or Jullices of the Peace, under 
OF by virtue of this Adi, Ihall be removed by Certiorari or other w-rit or 
procefs, out of the county, city or place -wherein fuch order or convidlion 
was made, into any of His Majefby’s fuperior Courts of Record in Dublin', 
and that no wnt of Certiorari or other writ, Rrall fuperfede any execution - 
or other proceedings upon any fuch order or convidlion fo made in purfu- 
ance of this Adi, but that the execution fliall be made thereupon ; any fuch 
writ or writs or allowance thereof notwithltanding. 

And be it further Enadlcd, That if any adlion lliall be brought againft any 
perfon or perfons for any thing done in purfuance of this Adi, Inch adlion 
orfuitlhall be commenced within fxmonths next after the fact committed, and 
not afterwards, and Ihall be laid in the county or place where the caule of 
comjRaiiil did arife and not elfewhere ; and the defendant or defendants in 
every fuch adlion or fuit may plead the general ilfue, and give this Adi and 
the Ipecial matter in evidence at any trial to be had thereupon ; and in any 
fuch adlion or- luit, df the plaintiff or plaintiffs fhall be noufuited, or dil-

■falfe oath or .affirmation in any matter required by this A3, and be thereof 
conviaed, lhall luffer the penalties of wilful and corrupt perjury. 

And be .itEnaaed, That thisAa, and the feveral claufes, provifions, 
matters and things therein contained, fhall begin, take effea, and be offeree’ 
.from and after the expiration of one calendar month after .the paffine 
thereof, .and not fooner, °
